Twists on a tandem theme 
BELGRADE, YUGOSLAVIA 





DEAR SIR: 

The Department does some 
strange and inexplicable things, the 
most recent—and shortsighted—being 
the proposal of “management” to per- 
mit overseas tandem assignments in 
certain cases where one tandem spouse 
is the deputy chief of mission or deputy 
principal officer. 

The two conditions attached do 
nothing at all to alleviate the strong and 
obvious potential for bias, if not worse. 
Although the deputy may not exercise 
direct supervision of or act as the rating 
or reviewing officer for his (for exam- 
ple) spouse, chances are in most cases 
he will be the rating or reviewing offi- 
cer for his spouse’s supervisor. Isn’t it 
just conceivable that some supervisors 
might tend to measure the performance 
of The Boss’ spouse with a flexible 
yardstick? 

The second condition, that the 
chief of mission and the direct supervi- 
sor of the junior tandem member both 
agree to the assignment, may be well- 
intentioned but it is also transparently 
impracticable. Unless the chief of mis- 
sion doesn’t mind having a disgruntled 
deputy, he will readily agree to the as- 
signment of the deputy’s spouse. Might 
a supervisor whose own officer evalua- 
tion report is written by the deputy and 
reviewed by the chief of mission have 
any qualms about squelching the 
assiznment? 

If the answer to either one of the 
two questions above is no, then we are 
all water-walkers. 

Finally, what of the newly- 
assigned supervisor who “inherits” The 
Boss’ tandem spouse? Will the new su- 
pervisor also have the right to exercise 
a veto and send the tandem spouse 
packing? Or will the Department assign 
only tractable supervisors in such 
cases, thereby subjugating a supervi- 
sory assignment to a subordinate’s

‘Big wheels’ at the U.S. embassies | 
Drivers do more than just coast 


HE LIFE of a Foreign Service 

driver may seem drab to those of 
us in the backseat, but many chauffeurs 
have exciting memories stacked up 
with years of safe driving. 

Take Nur Hersi, a driver in 
Mogadishu who is known as Malai. He 
became involved in a chase last year 
with an American missionary worker 
while driving her to the airport. This 
was after she had been assaulted in her 
home and left for dead. En route, when 
she suddenly noticed her assailant in 
another vehicle, she alerted Malai. He 
chased the assailant and caught him 
with the help of other general services 
employees who were in the back of his 
vehicle. Later, he testified against the 
assailant, who was imprisoned. 

Some other incidents: 

@ Juan Avendano, in Santiago, 
drove on tire rims to deliver Marines 
safely to the embassy, after rioters had 
deflated the front tires of his vehicle. 

@ Som Thongkum, in Thailand, 
drove 12 foreign medical workers to 
safety through a rifle and mortar attack, 
on a road leading from a refugee camp 
in Thailand. 

Evidence of how drivers are re- 
garded was shown by Faisal Rawda, a 
driver in Beirut, who won the first 
“Foreign Service National Employee of 
the Year” award for his “courage and 
sustained devotion to duty under fire.” 
When he was unable to return to his 
home across Beirut’s “Green Line” be- 
cause of heavy shelling, he remained at 
the embassy to serve as dispatcher. 

Drivers have been known to save 
money for the U.S. Government, 
through loyalty to their jobs and their 
vehicles. For instance, earlier this year, 
Saul Muyemba, who has driven for five 
ambassadors in Lusaka, tracked down 
vehicles stolen from the embassy. He 
had done the same thing back in 1976. 
In Madras, Siephen George, the consul

With five rupees from his own pocket, 
he bought release of the vehicle without 
damage. 

Safe-driving records are the pride 
of many drivers. In Tokyo, Shigeru 
Sakamoto and Seisaku Simizu have 
worked for 28 years each without a 
fender-bender. Arnaldo Deisori, in 
Rome, and Phayom Komalvasri, in 
Thailand, both have 26 accident-free 
years of service. Tel Aviv’s Israel 
Bisanjo has driven 25 years without an 
accident, and Izmir’s Hasan Alpaslan 
has put in 24 safe years. And Joe 
Breen, the ambassador’s driver in 
Wellington, boasts of 300,000 miles of 
safe driving in the past 10 years. 
Among the posts leading in the number 
of safe-driving years is Bangkok, 
where a total of 351 years for drivers of 
all agencies have been tallied. Embassy 
Ottawa reports 10 accident-free years, 
reflecting 1.2 million miles of driving. 

In April, chauffeur Boukari 
Kouanda, in Ouagadougou, was killed 
in a traffic accident while on duty. A 
cable from the embassy said: “We 
mourn his death, which serves to exem-

2 men from Embassy Beirut 
treated here for injuries 


Fouad Copti, a Foreign Service 
national employee in Beirut since 1956, 
recently received medical care in 
Washington for injuries he suffered in 
the 1983 and 1984 bombings of Em- 
bassy Beirut. 

During the first blast, Mr. Copti 
fell—with his desk—from his office on 
the second floor to the first floor, 
where he was trapped under debris for 
several hours. He suffered broken ribs, 
a back injury and a face laceration. 

The second blast propelled Mr. 
Copti across his office, resulting in an 
eye injury, burns over 15% of his body 
and damage to the tendons in one leg. 
He underwent eye and back . ‘erations 
at George Washington Uiiversity 
Hospital. 

Joseph Karam, another Foreign 
Service national employee who sur- 
vived both blasts in Beirut, was also in 
Washington for medical treatment re- 
cently, but he was unavailable for an 
interview. CL]

The U.S. Government is offering 
rewards up to $250,000 for information 
on the murders of Navy diver Robert 
Stetham, who was killed when a TWA 
flight was hijacked in June, and of AID 
auditors Charles Hegna and William 
Stafford, who were murdered by hi- 
jackers of a Kuwait Airlines flight last 
December. 

Information overseas should be di- 
rected to the nearest U.S. embassy. 
Identities of informants will be pro- 
tected, and their information will be 
handled confidentially. Employees of a 


government organization who supply , 


information in the course of their jobs 
are not eligible for the rewards. 

The rewards are authorized by the 
1984 act to combat international terror- 
ism. In July, rewards for information 
on the deaths of six U.S. Marines in El 
Salvador were announced. C]

employees in Mexico 

The Department has reactivated its 
Fund for Assistance to U.S. Govern- 
ment Employees, to help the Foreign 
Service national employees who suf- 
fered losses in the recent earthquake in 
Mexico. There were no deaths or seri- 
ous injuries, but about 220 Foreign 
Service national employees who lost 
their homes and belongings still need 
temporary lodging. 

Donors in the United States should 
send their contributions to the Bureau 
of Inter-American Affairs, Executive 
Office, Room 3260. Checks should be 
made payable to the Department of 
State. Contributions from overseas 
posts may be deposited with the budget 
and fiscal office cashier, in accordance 


with the instructions in State cable 
299845. 

To be tax-deductible, the Internal 
Revenue Service advises that contribu- 
tions for earthquake relief must go to 
U.S.-headquartered religious, charita- 
ble, educational or governmental or- 
ganizations and funds. 

No donation, regardless of its pur- 
pose, made to individuals or foreign or- 
ganizations qualifies for the tax 
deduction.

How a U.S. family practiced diplomacy

Etc. It’s usually 
worth a lunch, if 
not more. 

But imagine 
coming across 
someone who served at your post some 
80 years earlier! Well, I did—sort of. I 
“ran into,” if you will, the Hon. 
Hamilton King, minister extraordinary 
and plenipotentiary to the royal court of 
Siam in Bangkok, from 1898 to 1912. 

No, we didn’t have lunch or even 
a beer, for Hamilton King has been 
dead these past 73 years. He died, in 
fact, at his post in Bangkok and is 
buried here. I“met” him, his wife and 
his three charming daughters through 
several packets of personal papers and 
photographs given recently by his de- 
scendants to the U.S. Information Serv- 
ice in Bangkok, for donation to an ap- 
propriate museum or library in the Thai 
capital. 


Divinity, then diplomacy 

Who was Hamilton King? Accord- 
ing to a memorial book put together by 
missionary friends in Bangkok, he was 
born in 1852 in St. John, Newfound- 
land. He was educated at Olivet 
College, Mich., and then went on to 
study theology at the Chicago Theolog- 
ical Institute. Further study followed at 
Leipzig, Germany, and at the American 
school in Athens, Greece, where he ev- 
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idently studied Greek. He then returned 
to his alma mater to be a professor of 
classical languages. He is the author of 
a Greek grammar and an outline of 
American history. 

He was active in politics, and was 
a delegate to the Republican national 
convention of 1896 that nominated 
William McKinley. He was said to 
have been an active and effective 
speaker, no doubt on behalf of Mr. 
McKinley, and one assumes Bangkok 
was a reward for his efforts. Ironically, 
he seems to have hoped for Athens, but 
that went to a man who was an expert 
in Asian languages. Plus ca change ... 

His wife, Cora Lee Seward King, 
came from the Seward family of New 
York, and must have been related to 
former Secretary of State Seward. That 
was a fortunate choice for a man who 
was interested in politics and was des- 
tined to spend the last 12 years of his 
life as a diplomat. 


Arrival in Bangkok 

The Kings arrived in Bangkok in 
April 1898 and, except for home leaves 
in 1905 and 1910, remained there until 
1912, when Mr. King died. The daugh- 
ters eventually returned to the United 
States for schooling. 

Hamilton King served as U.S. 
minister to Siam at a particularly inter- 
esting time in its history. King 
Chulalongkorn, Rama V. Thailand’s 
longest-reigning monarch, was on the 
throne, presiding over the moderniza- 
tion of his kingdom. His reign was 
roughly contemporaneous with that of 
Queen Victoria, and he occupies as im- 
portant a place in Thai history as Victo- 
ria does in British. During his reign, 
Siam got its first electric city lighting, 
public water system, trams, modern 
army and navy and public health 
system. 

It was also the era of the foreign 
adviser to Siam, the 19th century’s ver- 
sion of foreign assistance to “back- 
ward” countries and Siam’s guarantee 


that neither Britain nor France, busily 
extending themselves around Siam’s 
borders in Indo-China, Burma and 
Malaya, would gobble up what lay in 
between. A German ran the constantly 
expanding railroads, a Danish officer 
advised the navy, an Englishman did 
the same for the constabulary and the 
forest service, and an American, E.H. 
Strobel, former professor of interna- 
tional law at Harvard, acted as 
Chulalongkorn’s political and legal ad- 
viser. His services, Mr. King reports 
the crown prince saying, were greatly 
appreciated by his majesty. “When he 
(Chulalongkorn) asks him for his ad- 
vice,” the crown prince said, “he 
doesn’t quote international custom or 
philosophy, he merely tells him he bet- 
ter do this or that—quite a new thing iin 
premiership.” One assumes the crown 
prince was not being ironic, for a suc- 
cession of Americans occupied that po- 
sition well into the ’20s. 


A Thai enthusiast 

Mr. King was not hesitant to ex- 
press his enthusiasm for Siam, in pub- 
lic as well as private. He called atten- 
tion to Siam’s great potential as a 
source of raw materials and a market 
for American goods, and urged an in- 
crease in the modest trade between the 
two countries (with little success, it 
must be admitted). Nor did Siam figure 
large in U.S. plans in any other way. 


U.S. official relations were friendly but - 


distant, somewhat to the displeasure of 
its resident minister in Bangkok. 

But if Siam was but a distant con- 
cern for the Department of State, it was 
an altogether different matter for the 
American Methodists who had mission 
stations dotted throughout the kingdom. 
Most of these stations were run by one 
or two mission families and contained a 
chapel, school and, usually, a small 
clinic. The conversion of souls was 
their main objective; the schools and 
clinics were inducements to that end. 

Mr. King, as you might expect by 
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Hamilton King, right, his wife and daughter attending the coronation ceremonies of King was a major of the U.S. Army, sent to aug- 
pose in front of the American legation before Rama VI. The man on the left, unidentified, ment the U.S. delegation at the coronation. 
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his theological training, took a keen in- 
terest in the missionaries’ work. He ad- 
vised them to reorder their priorities 
for, as he said of conversions: “The 
term may mean anything from a little 
more rice each day in the native mind 
to that spiritual uplift which is yet the 
prayer and the aspiration of the best of 
us after 2,000 years of light in a Chris- 
tian land.” In other words, true conver- 
sions were difficult to achieve at best 
and, in the meantime, it was better to 
help hungry men eat and sick men get 
well. 


Attitude toward Christianity 

Still, he believed that Christianity 
had more to offer Siam than schools 
and hospitals, as important as they 
were. Christianity, meaning Western 
civilization, offered a superior way of 
conducting one’s daily life. “These 
people are being stirred from the very 
foundation,” he wrote of the Siamese 
being reached by American missionar- 
ies. “They do not want the religion of 
Jesus. They are believers in the Bud- 
dhist faith. But their king is willing that 
they should have the light, and the 
members of the North Siam mission are 
interpreting their work to be to let in 
the light of a Christian civilization in 
such a way as to touch the people and 
influence them along the lines of every- 
day living.” 

He constantly referred to the im- 
pact of the “healthy and wholesome” 
Christian home on Siamese society. 
When one recalls that in those days po- 
lygamy was legal and widely practiced 
in Siam—the king had many queens; 
his father before him had dozens—and 
that popular superstition played a large 
part in daily life, one begins to under- 
stand what Mr. King was driving at. 
Conversion might have its theological 
ambiguities, but good public health, 
education based on scientific and ra- 
tional lines, monogamy and a well- 
ordered private life were the marks of 
modern civilization, which the mission- 
ary, along with the engineer, the mer- 
chant and others would help Siam 
achieve. We shouldn’t just dismiss this 
point of view with an existential wave 


of the hand. Polygamy is no longer le- 
gal in Thailand, and contemporary Thai 
social and family life may more closely 
resemble their Western counterparts to- 
day than those of Siam 100 years ago. 


On leisure time 

Like us, Mr. King and his family 
worked hard at their mission but also 
found time for life’s lighter side. They 
led an active social life and were 
popular with their fellow diplomats, the 
royal family from his majesty on down, 
and members of the royal government. 
Among the family papers are numerous 
invitations and accounts of dinners, 
royal theatricals, receptions, proces- 
sions, elephant hunts, temple festivals 
and social visits. There are also 
handwritten notes from the palace, in- 
dicating a warm and affectionate rela- 
tionship between the king and his 
household and the U.S. minister’s 
household. One note, in the handwrit- 
ing of the crown prince, expresses his 
majesty’s pleasure at the news of Mr. 
King’s recovery from a serious opera- 
tion. Another sends holiday greetings 
to the “King trio” at the legation. 

The minister and his family cele- 
brated the Fourth of July in the good 
old-fashioned way. They had every- 
thing but a parade down New Road, 
then Bangkok’s Massachusetts Avenue. 
There were yards and yards of flags 
and bunting to drape the pictures of the 
king and President McKinley (and later 
Presidents Roosevelt and Taft) and to 
decorate the balcony, punch and soft 
drinks, cakes, ice cream (made by Mrs. 
King) and separate receptions for the 
diplomatic and official community, 
friends of the legation, the Chinese- 
American community (this one between 
4 and 6) and finally an evening get- 
together of all the Americans in 
Bangkok—that is, the non-hyphenated, 
pink, sunburnt ones. At this last, which 
went until the early hours of the morn- 
ing, they had fireworks—supplied by 
the 4-to-6 crowd. They sang “Colum- 
bia, the Gem of the Ocean,” “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic” and other 
rousers, made speeches and proposed 
toasts (one was to the American 


woman), drank up the last of the 
punch—and then went to bed, satisfied 
that they had fittingly celebrated the na- 
tional birthday. 


‘A storybook town’ 

The Kings were tireless travelers, 
ranging up and down the country to 
visit mission stations, and traveling in 
and around Bangkok to see the sights. 
In their day, Bangkok was truly a sto- 
rybook town. There were opulently col- 
ored temples with soaring roof lines, 
exotic processions, strange (“weird” 
was the word Helen King used) music 
and shows, royal processions filled 
with participants clad in dress that 
probably went back centuries, and fes- 
tivals that may have gone back even 
further. 

At one festival, to celebrate the re- 
building of the roof of a famous temple 
destroyed by fire, the king was in at- 
tendance. After mounting the dais 
where his throne was located, he threw 
limes with coins inserted in them to the 
crowd. Mr. King, who had a front-row 
seat, caught several, which seemed to 
amuse his majesty, who then threw 
more limes in the minister’s direction 
until his cupped hands were full. This 
was a fruitful diplomatic exchange in- 
deed between the Siamese monarch and 
the American envoy. Perhaps Mr. King 
had played baseball as a boy, giving 
him a distinct advantage over the others 
in the audience. 


The former U.S. legation 

At that time, the American lega- 
tion was on the banks of the Chao Phya. 
River, between the French and British 
legations. The French embassy today 
occupies the same site and buildings it 
did then, the French sense of tradition 
being what it is. The present American 
embassy is a good two miles away 
from the old location. The building, de- 
scribed as ramshackle by some contem- 
poraries, looks anything but that in the 
photographs in the King collection. 
Perhaps the description was that of the 
legation’s general services officer, who 
perhaps was looking for more funds for 
building maintenance. It was a large, 
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two-story, rectangular building, set in a 
pleasant compound filled with tropical 
trees and bushes. The living quarters 
were on the second story, which had a 
veranda running around three sides and 
a high-peaked gable in the center, dec- 
orated with carved latticework. There 
was a landing on the river bank, where 
the Kings sat in the evening enjoying 
the cool breezes and watching the river 
traffic go by. Off to the side of the 
landing the legation houseboat, painted 
red, white and blue, was moored. 

A boat was more than a luxury in 
those days. Bangkok was known as the 
“Venice of the East” because of its ex- 
tensive network of canals, and one 


could go most places by boat. Travel ° 


outside of Bangkok, except for the few 
points reached by the kingdom’s bud- 
ding rail network, was principally by 
boat or elephant. 

The legation boat, lent to it by the 
royal palace, had two rooms midship 
which were converted into sleeping 
quarters in the evening. There was an 
open deck on the bow, where the pas- 
sengers could relax in the fresh air, and 
a similar deck on the stern for the 
crew, servants and cooking. Occasion- 
ally, the Kings were lucky and had a 
steam launch to tow them, but usually 
the boat was poled by two crewmen 
who doubled as legation gardeners. 


Travel by riverboat 

Mr. King made a number of trips 
by boat to visit mission stations 
throughout the country. He was the 
first American minister to make the 
long trip by river and elephant to 
Chiangmai in the north, near where 
Burma, Thailand and Laos meet. He 
visited missions on the way. 

This trip was made by boat, in a 
craft similar to the one possessed by the 
legation, with certain extensions fore 
and aft to help it over the rapids on riv- 
ers in the mountainous north. Helen 
and Marie accompanied their father on 
the trip, which took about three weeks 
one way. Helen kept a detailed diary of 
events. She noted a number of open 
barges anchored amid pilings in the 
middle of the river. The crews were

dredging sand, diving with baskets to 
the bottom of the river. Each full bas- 
ket was handed to a man sitting on top 
of the pilings, which he dumped into 
the barge and returned to the diver for a 
refill. Most of this sand was probably 
destined for construction in the city of 
Bangkok. 

As the Kings moved up the river, 
they were warmly greeted by Siamese 
and foreign dignitaries. After all, no 
one had ever seen an American minis- 
ter in those parts, and they all meant to 
make the most of it. At one stop the 
Americans called on a Shan princess 
who was visiting from Burma. She was 
dressed in silks and wore diamonds, ru- 
bies and emeralds in her hair and was 
surrounded by noble male attendants, 
all on their knees. She offered the girls 
cigarettes but Helen, in her diary, in- 
forms us that they “did not indulge.” 
At another compound where they 
called, the local ruler had mustered up 
a native band which played “Marching 
Through Georgia” as the Americans en- 
tered. Evidently, none of the missionar- 
ies in those parts, who must have 
supplied the music, were from south of 
the Mason-Dixon line. 


McKinley wins 

About midway on their journey, 
they received a telegram from Bangkok 
relaying a message from Washington 
with the results of the 1900 elections. 
McKinley had won. The news was re- 
ceived with a certain amount of relief. 
It meant at least four more years of 
Bangkok, a prospect not displeasing to 
the King family. 

Mr. King was raised to the tempo- 
rary rank of full ambassador and ap- 
pointed by President Taft as his per- 
sonal representative at the cremation 
ceremonies for King Chulalongkorn, 
who died in 1910, and the subsequent 
coronation of the crown prince, 
Vajiravudh. Both of them had been re- 
garded by Mr. King as warm personal 
friends. 

Mr. King died suddenly in 1912 
and was buried in Bangkok’s Protestant 
cemetery. As a mark of special favor, 
the king sent a royal automobile to 


carry his remains to the cemetery. A 
number of prominent members of the 
American missionary establishment de- 
livered eulogies, and later put together 
a memorial book containing the texts of 
these eulogies, a letter of condolence 
from the king to the family, and several 
writings by Mr. King about various as- 
pects of his life in Siam. By all the evi- 
dence available, he was successful and 
much loved as diplomat, friend and 
family man by his American and Sia- 
mese colleagues. 

There is a rather satisfying sequel 
to his story. Years later, two of his 
grandchildren were living in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, where they went to 
school. Among their schoolmates were 
two young Thai boys, Anand and 
Bhumibol Mahidol, who just happened 
to be grandsons of King Chulalongkorn 
by a minor queen. Although at that 
time the young princes were not in the 
royal succession, a crisis caused by the 
abdication of Rama VII after a military 
coup against him brought first Anand, 
then Bhumibol, to the throne. Anand 
died tragically, shortly after the start of 
his reign. Bhumibol reigns today—a 
much-loved and respected monarch, 
who may well rival his grandfather’s 
place in Thai history someday. One 
likes to think that, under such circum- 
stances, Hamilton King, who loved 
Siam, remains content and comfortable 
in his resting place on the banks of the 
Chao Phya River, not far from his old 
legation. &

E HAVE OTHER THINGS to 
learn about the design of sen- 
tences, but they’re not urgent, and 
I’m anxious to move ahead with our

Why wordiness 

Every 

Mr. Goldstein word we write 
should enhance some aspect of our 
composition: its meaning, clarity, 
interest or its feeling of orderly 
movement. If a word fails to do 
thai, it can only contribute to 
verbosity. 

We must recognize that, in 
most of its forms, verbosity isn’t 
just a stylistic flaw; it’s the archen- 
emy of quick comprehension. We 
criticize and deprecate it, and we 
use a long list of plain and fancy 
terms to deride it—add pleonasm, 
tautology and periphrasis to your 
vocabulary—but it persists as a fault 
of nonprofessional writers. Even the 
professionals get careless; however, 
they’re aware of the danger and, in 
their second drafts, strike superfiu- 
ous words and revise roundabout 
expressions. 

Why do so many nonprofes- 
sionals produce fat rather than lean 
prose? First, they may not know any 
better. They may think, from what 
they see others do, that the well- 
upholstered sentence represents 
“style.” For some, the rotund way of 
expressing ideas may seem to be im- 
posing or impressive. They may not 
realize the deadening effect of ver- 
bosity on the reader or how pomp-

ous it can sound. And they may not 
know enough about the meaning of 
words to appreciate, for example, 
that consensus of opinion expresses 
the same idea twice. 

Second, they may consciously 
or unconsciously seek safety in the 
fog that circumlocution helps to pro- 
vide, perhaps recalling the caution- 
ary principle well-known to experi- 
enced bureaucrats, including me: 
“When in doubt, mumble.” 

Third, they may be seduced by 
the sound of their own creations. 
Like children who are fascinated by 
each new long word they learn, the 
nonprofessional may find pleasure in 
the process of putting together nice, 
plump sentences. 

Fourth, realizing that a terse 
staterrent may sound impolite or in- 
considerate, particularly if it says 
“no,” they may use extra words to 
try to create an inoffensive impres- 
sion. That isn’t a bad idea if kept 
under control. As a good mechanic 
can tell you, however, too much oil 
may be worse than too little. 

Finally, the nonprofessional 
may be too lazy to rethink and 
rewrite. 

Verbosity takes so many forms 
that it seems virtually impossible to 
produce a compact classification that 
neatly sorts out all varieties. So in 
this discussion I’ll start with com- 
mon, definable types of wordiness, 
then gather the remainder in a catch- 
all discussion. But first we should 
look at the possibilities for achieving 
succinctness that lie in the variety of 
grammatical structures the English 
language offers us. 


The process of reduction 

The grammarians have a word 
for it: “reduction.” That simply 
means the conversion of complex 
verbal structures to simpler 
ones—from clauses to phrases or ap- 
positives, and from phrases to indi- 
vidual words. The following series 
illustrates only some of the possibili- 
ties. (See Blumenthal’s “English 
3200” for a wide range of 
examples.) 

We have 384 women working in the 
professional Foreign Service. They enjoy 
the same perquisites as men. (Two 
sentences.) 

We have 384 women working in the 
professional Foreign Service; they enjoy 
the same perquisites as men. (One sen- 
tence of two independent clauses, virtu- 
ally the same as two sentences.) 

The 384 women who work in the pro- 
fessional Foreign Service enjoy the same 
perquisites as men. (Note the relative, 
dependent clause: “who work ... ”) 

The 384 women working in the pro- 
fessional Foreign Service enjoy the same 
perquisites as men. (Note the participial 
phrase: “working in .. .”) 

The 384 women in the professional 
Foreign Service enjoy the same perqui- 
sites as men. (Note the prepositional 
phrase: “in the ... ” “Working” is 
implicit.) 

The 384 professional Foreign Service 
women enjoy the same perquisites as 
men. (Note the use of “professional For- 
eign Service” as adjectives.) 

The reduction of the first exam- 
ple to the last two may seem 
small—only a few words. But the 
percentages are sizable: about 30% 
for the final sentence. A saving of 
almost one-third is by no means the 
maximum achievable in this way. 

A few other miscellaneous ex- 
amples will, I hope, spark your 
thinking about the possibilities for 
achieving leaner writing through the 


reduction process: 

Usual: Since we believe that the situa- 
tion is likely to deteriorate rapidly, we 
recommend ... 

Reduced: Believing the situation is 
likely tu deteriorate rapidly, we recom- 
mend ...

Usual: The Secretary decided that he 
would approve the recall of our ambassa- 
dor within 24 hours unless .. . 

Reduced: The Secretary decided to ap- 
prove the recall ... 

Usual; Our two options, one of which 
is a veto and the other an abstention, are 
both likely to... 

Reduced: Our two options, a veto and 
an abstention, are both ... 

Usual: Mary Smith produces papers 
that are unfailingly clear and concise. 

Reduced: Mary Smith’s papers are un- 
failingly ... 

As always, we must be careful 
about going too far. After principle 
No. 6, I plan to examine the other 
end of the spectrum and discuss 


false economy and overcompres- 


sion. 


Verbosity in adjectives, adverbs 

The adjective has been called 
the enemy of the noun. Despite what 
some of our high school teachers tell 
the innocent young, one test of good 
writing is not how generously you 
spread adjectives over your nouns 
but how stingy you can be and still 
convey an accurate, effective 
message. I agree with the advice of 
Sir Ernest Gowers to the British 
civil service: that 
adjectives—adverbs, too—are best 
used to make your meaning more 
precise rather than more emphatic. 
He wrote: “Use adjectives to denote 
kind rather than degree.” 

Let’s begin with a few simple 
examples of wasted words: 

Audible to the ear. The classic exam- 

ple of a tautology. 

Estimated to be approximately. An es- 

timate is, of course, an approximation. 

Fully completed. As bad as definitely 

decided. 
Throughout the whole conference. 
Why both “whole” and “throughout”? 
While at the same time. 80% waste. 

Murals on the walls. Where else do 

you paint a mural? 

An adjective that indicates de- 
gree rather than kind may be a su- 
perfluous intensifier or just an ordi- 
nary redundancy, merely repeating 
an idea that is inherent in the noun it 


modifies. Consider: 
Excess verbiage. This leads the list for 
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obvious reasons. “Verbiage” means an* 


excess of words. So “excess” is excess. 

This particular problem. What does 
“particular” add? 

Serious emergency. Would we call a 
trivial matter an emergency? 

True facts. No comment. 

Final conclusion. Absolutely no 
comment. 


What we can overdo with ad- 
jectives we can overdo with ad- 
verbs. Respectively, definitely, inev- 
itably, incidentally, actually and 
specifically are often used as empty 
words—words that contribute noth- 
ing to the sense of your writing. 
Whenever you use one of them, ask 
yourself: “Is this word gainfully em- 
ployed?” Comparatively and rela- 
tively, also commonly misused, 
present a different problem. They 


Shorth, not length 


Do you know whence the fol- 
lowing verse comes? (Not “from 
whence” since “whence” means 
“from where.”) It was shown to me 
in one of my classes at the National 
Defense University. My benefactor 
thought it the ideal accompaniment 
to a discussion of verbose writing. I 
agree. Dr. Seuss is almost surely the 
author, but in what book or article? 

It has often been said there’s so much 

to be read, 

You never can cram all those words in 

your head. 

So the writer who breeds more words 

than he needs 

Is making a chore for the reader who 

reads. 

That’s why my belief is the briefer the 

brief is, 

The greater the sigh of the reader’s re- 

lief is. 

And that’s why your books have such 

power and strength. 

You publish with shorth! (Shorth is bet- 

ter than length.) 

If you have never met Dr. 
Seuss, you are missing one of the 
joys of English. You can probably 
find his books in the children’s 
section of your local library. If he 
doesn’t break you up, you may 
need a vacation or have grown old 
before your time. LJ 


may have meaning, but only when 
used in the company of a standard of 
comparison, stated or implied. 
Redundancies may be more 
subtle than the foregoing examples. 
Consider this statement, disre- 
garding adjectives and adverbs for 


the moment: 
The Department established a clear pol- 
icy by issuing instructions to all missions 
directing them to refrain from further re- 
quests for special fiscal treatment. 


Since issuing, instructions and di- 
recting have overlapping meanings, 
the sentence could well be trimmed 


to read: 
The Department established a clear pol- 
icy by instructing all missions to refrain 


Just as the rising price level 
represents the depreciation of 
money, so the rising intensity of our 
modifiers represents the depreciation 
of ordinary words. In an environ- 
ment of verbal inflation, we 
shouldn’t be surprised that people 
are hesitant to write about an 
unmodified danger: it must be a real 
or grave danger. Similarly, they are 
drawn to serious threat, active con- 
sideration, vitally important prob- 
lem, and very vital issues. After all, 
can a problem be truly important if 
it’s not described as vitally? And in 
the context of inflated language can 
a vital issue demand 
consideration—honest-to-goodness 
active consideration—unless it’s 
very vital? To me, vital means a 
life-and-death matter, and even if an 
issue is simply vital, that’s enough 
to warrant the immediate consider- 
ation—I’ll accept “immediate”—of 
anyone who has to deal with it. 

“Very” is the last word. It is 
acceptable if used no more often 
than once in 500 words. Its frequent 
use denotes an unresourceful writer, 
and its careless use produces 
awkward-sounding phrases and may 
weaken rather than strengthen your 
text. See “The Careful Writer.”

Secretary’s Open Forum 





Here’s your chance to personally influence U.S. foreign policy 
And you can catapult your message directly to the top

S OF NOVEMBER |, the Depart- 

ment had 13,518 full-time Ameri- 
can employees, including 7,000 For- 
eign Service people. Add to this the 
4,966 in USIA, 
3,272 with AID, 
and 180 in the 
Arms Control and 
Disarmament 
Agency, and the 
total is nearly 
22,000 in the four 
foreign affairs 
agencies which the 
Secretary of State 
oversees. These 
are also the agencies served by the Sec- 
retary’s Open Forum. 

This group of 22,000 persons, of 
which you are a member, constitutes a 
sizable pool of talent, expertise and ex- 
perience. You are the people who have 
a general interest in foreign affairs, and 
a very particular interest in the geo- 
graphical and/or functional areas where 
you work. 

It’s somewhat surprising to me, 
then, that fewer than 1,000 of you be- 
long to the Secretary’s Open Forum or 
participate in the forum’s activities. It’s 
surprising because you might expect 
that more would be taking advantage of 
this very direct means that employees 
of the foreign affairs agencies have for 
getting their message across to the top 
policy-makers in the agencies without 
having to clear through an assortment 
of supervisory officers. 

The Open Forum was established 
in 1967 by Secretary Rusk to provide 
new and creative ideas, and alternative 
viewpoints for policy-making. With the 
support of succeeding Secretaries, the 
forum has expanded its mandate as 
well as its following. In May 1974 it 
established a classified, quarterly publi- 
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cation of policy opinion—a magazine 
now known as Open Forum Options. 
The forum has a full-time chairman, a 
full-time vice chairman and a staff as- 
sistant, plus a steering group and an ed- 
itorial board whose members broadly 
represent the four agencies. 

The forum’s activities are geared 
to its unique function of encouraging 
dialogue on viewpoints which differ 
from the conventional wisdom. We do 
this in a number of ways: with a speak- 
ers program which brings outside ex- 
perts into the Department each week; 
by monitoring the Dissent Channel to 
ensure that dissent messages not only

receive attention at the highest levels, 
but also the dissenters are not penalized 
for having spoken out against the pre- 
vailing trend; by bringing to fruition 
special projects during the year; and by 
publishing independent views and use- 
fil commentary in Options magazine. 


It’s free! 

Membership in the forum is infor- 
mal. It costs nothing, and it entails no 
special responsibility or attendance at 
any meetings. By signing on, however, 


you receive a personal copy of Options 
(if we can send it to you through secure 
channels, to a place where classified in- 
formation may be stored). And you 
would be eligible to participate in the 
annual election of the chairman or 
chairwoman, as well as the veep. 
There are three methods of 
bringing your views on policy matters 
directly to the attention of high-level 
policy-makers. One is the Dissent 
Channel, the use of which is described 
in the Foreign Affairs Manual (2 FAM 
020, 3 FAM 527, 5 FAM 212.3c and 
11 FAM 243.3). The second method is 
the Open Forum Channel, use of which 
entails a much less formalized proce- 
dure than that of the Dissent Channel. 
The Open Forum Channel is intended 
primarily for passing on views and 
comments that aren’t dissents per se. 
The Open Forum Channel is the direct 
responsibility of the forum. The Dis- 
sent Channel is controlled by the direc- 
tor of the Policy Planning St: ff, who 
sees to it that dissent messages are han- 
dled in accordance with regulations. 
The forum has access to dissent 
messages and clears replies thereto. 


Breaking into print 

The third means of direct commu- 
nication to the policy-makers is Options 
magazine. With a distribution of nearly 
4,000 copies, it reaches not only indi- 
vidual Open Forum members but goes 
also to all the top officials in the four 
agencies, beginning at the office direc- 
tor level. Limited bulk distribution to 
the embassies and consulates ensures 
that copies circulate among those who 
aren’t members. 

Options magazine is the only in- 
house publication dedicated to the free 
expression of new or divergent views 
on U.S. foreign policy. Because it’s 
normally classified and distribution is 
restricted to employees of the four 
agencies, authors may be as candid as 
they wish, and may also support their 
assertions with the use of classified 
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data when necessary. Wide dissemina- 
tion of an author’s views within the for- 
eign affairs community also has certain 
advantages for the decision-making 
process over an Open Forum Channel 
or Dissent Channel message, dissemi- 
nation of which normally is very re- 
stricted. For instance, we find that the 
views expressed in Options usually 
generate pro and/or con opinions 
through letters to the editor, and these

may lead to a continuing dialogue in 
which fresh and very useful ideas are 
able to surface. And, for readers over- 
seas who can’t attend our speakers pro- 
gram sessions, we include in the maga- 
zine summaries of presentations of the 
past few months. Earlier this year, Op- 
tions was revised to provide a more at- 
tractive and easier-to-read format. And 
we continue, as before, to carefully 
screen contributions to ensure that only 
material of the best quality goes to 
press. 

But—and this is the pitch I want 
to make here—the quality of the maga- 
zine will be only as good as you make 
it. Without your contributions and your 


. written commentaries on the policy- 


making process (and, incidentally, 
management policy is also fair game), 
the publication can’t continue to meet 
its high standards. If you feel you have 
views to contribute that will be of inter- 
est to Options readers, even if only a 
letter to the editor, you should consider 
sending them in for publication. 


Stand tall! 

Just recently, I was approached by 
a State employee who wanted to know 
if he was too low-ranking to contribute 
an article for the magazine. This meet- 
ing planted the thought in my mind that 
there may be a number of you who 
have the mistaken notion that your 
views aren’t acceptable because of your 
rank. Rank, of course, is not the ques- 
tion. It’s the quality of the written ma- 
terial that matters. 

Here are a few guidelines for the 
submission of material: 

—Send drafts (appropriately clas- 
sified, and through secure channels if 
necessary) to Secretary’s Open Forum 
(S/OF), Room 7417 NS, Department of 
State. 

—Topics should be limited to the 
making, conduct or changing of U.S. 
foreign policy. For example, a personal 
grievance regarding your assignment 
wouldn’t be suitable for Options, but 
the views of a number of employees on 
some aspect of the Department’s as- 
signment process would be. 

—Drafts must be typed double- 





space, and the text shouldn’t exceed 15 
pages. 

—wWhile articles may discuss any 
aspect of U.S. foreign policy, they 
should be prescriptive as well as de- 
scriptive. That is, they should not only 
describe the basics of a problem and its 
effects on U.S. policy, but also pre- 
scribe a specific remedy or alternative 
for consideration by policy-makers. 

—A draft is more likely to be ac- 
cepted for publication if it’s written in 
a concise and lively style, and the argu- 
mentation is organized in a logical and 
succinct manner. And, of course, arti- 
cles should refrain from personal at- 
tacks on individuals, and also avoid a 
strident or overly emotional tone. 

—Authors must fully identify 
themselves to the Open Forum by 
name, agency, office designation and 
telephone number.

HELLY DIONNE—she’s a secre- 
tary in the Office of the 
Secretary—is one of several Foreign 
Service employees who have taken ad- 
vantage of a little-known program that 
gives college credits for their job expe- 
rience in the Department and overseas. 
(Other employees who are known 

to have participated include Lisa 
Ciorlieri, Karen Warpula and Kathy 
Hanser. Anne Wheelock, the widow of 
a Foreign Service officer, is another.) 

Ms. Dionne says she “stumbled on 
the program by chance, while register- 
ing for courses at American University. 
“I kept standing in line only to find 
courses filled when my turn came,” she 
recalls. (Ms. Dionne has served in 
Chad, Gabon, Paris, the Executive Sec- 
retariat and the White House since 
joining the Service in 1971.) “Then I 
saw a doorway with APEL written over 
it, and I went in.” She learned that 
APEL is an acronym for Assessment of 
Prior Experiential Learning. She adds: 
“When I told them about my Foreign 
Service background, they said I’d be 
ideal for the program.” 

Ms. Dionne enrolled, majoring in 
international relations and French. She 
then began writing papers on past expe- 
riences that could qualify her for 
college credits. “You get guidance,” 
she says of the program. “You work 
with a professor, and you’re graded on 
your projects. I wrote a paper on living 
in the African countries where I served. 
I did a long paper on how the Execu- 
tive Secretariat operates, here in Wash- 
ington and when we’re on trips. And I 
wrote on the U.S. boycott of the Olym- 
pics, since I was involved with that is- 
sue at the White House where I was de- 
tailed for a year. I also did a paper in 
French on the ways I used the French 
language in the Foreign Service.” 

These projects gave her the maxi- 
mum of 30 credits allowed by the uni- 
versity. This equals one year of college 
study. “For me the program was ideal,” 
says Ms. Dionne. “Having gotten that

first year out of the way, it was easier 
to go into the second year focusing on 
my major.” Since beginning the pro- 
gram in 1981, she has completed her 
bachelor’s and is now working on a 
master’s.

They include the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, Bowie State Univer- 
sity, Columbia Union College, George 
Mason University, Howard University,

Recently I’ve been having a lot of 
ringing in my ears and the doctor said 
it was “tinnitus.” Just what is this? 
Can I get rid of it? 


g 

A wide variety of “ear noises” are 
grouped under this general term, which 
denotes a symptom, not a disease. The 
noises include hissing, ringing, 
buzzing, whistling and roaring. What- 
ever they sound like, they’re annoying. 
They may be constant or intermittent, 
and they may be accompanied by hear- 
ing loss, particularly in the high fre- 
quencies. The causes are many, the 
most common being medications such 
as aspirin, excessive smoking and alco- 
hol. Other causes can be cardiovascular 
diseases such as hypertension or arteri- 
osclerosis. Persons with tinnitus should 
consult their doctor for a general 
checkup and, if necessary, for referral 
to an otologist or an ear, nose and 
throat specialist. If a correctable cause 
of the tinnitus is ruled out, the final ad- 
vice may be to learn to live with it.

I am 38 years old and have recently 
married for the first time. My husband 
and I are very interested in starting a 
family, but I read so many contradict- 
ory facts about “older women” start- 
ing families.

The current consensus seems to be that 
a healthy woman in her 30s or 40s en- 
joys a good prospect of giving birth to 
a healthy infant and remaining well 
herself. The babies of older mothers, as 
a Statistical group, fare a little less well 
than those of younger women during 
pregnancy or at delivery, but much of 
this difference can be attributed to med- 
ical problems of the mother that are 
more common at later ages.

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Terrorism: A clergyman writes 
LEXINGTON, MICH. 
DEAR SIR: 

I was introduced to your magazine 
when I was made aware of an article 
written by my niece, Patti Kim Scott, 
in the December 1984 issue. Patti is 
now assigned to Banjul, The Gambia. 

I write to share with you a com- 
mon concern affecting all of us, those 
in the Foreign Service as well, and that 
is terrorism. We have seen a number of 
acts of terrorism perpetrated against 
American citizens and installations, and 
there seems no end to these heinous 
criminal and barbaric acts. The voice of 
the Church has often been confusing 
and sometimes even harmful and 
unhelpful to our governments’ efforts 
in dealing with terrorism. The same 
voice has often unintentionally, per- 
haps, given aid and encouragement to 
the very terrorists who perpetrate these 
cruel and brutal acts! 

There are many of us in the 
Church who speak out in condemnation 
of terrorism but our voices are muted 
and little heard. But no more. 

Let me share with you a copy of a 
resolution I drafted and which resolu- 
tion was passed by the general conven- 
tion of the Episcopal Church recently 
held in Anaheim, Calif. This resolu- 
tion, this time with minor modification, 
is again being presented by me to the 
annual convention of the Diocese of 
Michigan. 

I hope and pray that you might 
share this letter and resolution with 
your readership so that those who serve 
our country might know the Church 
will no longer be silent in condemning 
terrorism as a tool to gain political 
objectives.

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Statistics on ’85 Foreign Service promotions 
The Bureau of Personnel has prepared the following statistical 
summary of promotions granted on the basis of recommendations 
by the 1985 selection boards. The data show the number of mem- 
bers eligible and reviewed for promotion, the number promoted 
and the rate of promotion (percentage of those eligible who were 
promoted). 
Additionally, the data gives the average time-in-class and 
length of service of employees eligible for promotion and those 
promoted. The data have little significance for competition groups 


with relatively small numbers of very limited promotional 
opportunities. 

The data are organized by class and primary skill code (i.e., 
functional field for generalists and occupational category for 
specialists).
